They quickly ran to the 
doors and windows and seeing Brotherton 
brandishing his gun, as quickly slammed 
the doors and windows and retired. Some 
of the more courageous ran for the police, 
but when the officers arriyed the would-be 
cow boys had fied. After a few minutes 
the women and children who had been 
frightened by the pistol shot began to 
emerge, and when the officers arrived on 
the scene they insisted that the two young 
men be arrested.

and learning in which direction Brotherton 
and George had gone they gave chase. The 
two young men went toward the Wesiern 
and Atlantic roundhouse, and when near it 
another pistol shot disturbed the quietude 
of the locality. The two officers soon over- 
took Brotherton and George and when ar- 
rested the forme’s weapon was taken from 
his pocket concealed. 

Brotherton and George were sent to the 
station hceuse, where charges of disorderly 
ecnduct were entered against them. Broth- 
erton was also charged with dischurging 
firearms in the city limits and a state «ase 
for carrying concealed weapons was en- 
tered against him.

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Baker Bass’s Attorneys Securing What 
May Be Sensational Evidence. 


THEY WILL MAKE THEM PUBLIC SOON 


Believed To Be Evidence That a Conspir- 
acy Was Formed Against the 
Murdered Commission Man. 


It is likely that some sensational develop- 
ments will be made public in the Baker Bass 
murder case today or tornorrow. It is 
said that Bass’s attorneys are collecting 
evidence from witnesses to show. that 
there was a conspiracy against the com- 
mission man, 

It was stated in The Constitution last 
Sunday that Bass’s attorneys claimed to 
have evidence in their possession which 
would prove that a conspiracy had been 
formed against the murdered man and it 
is now believed that that evidence is be- 
ing taken in the form of: sworn affidavits to 
be used in the presentation of the case 
to the grand jury. The latter body is cer- 
tain to make a thorough investigation of 
the murder of Bass and unless the mys- 
tery is cleared up by the officers some 
sensational developments will probably be 
brought to light by the grand jury. 

It is said that the nature of the affidavits 
being secured by Bass’s attorneys will 1m- 
plicate certain officers, charging that they 
conspired to convict Bass of receiving 
stolen goods and of car breaking. In Sun- 
day’s Constitution it was stated that Bass’s 
friends and attorneys alleged that certain 
negroes in the city had been offered $25 
each to go in court and swear against 
Bass, testifying that they knew nim to be 
a receivef of stolen goods. It was and is 
claimed by Bass’s friends and attorneys 
that the commission man would have gone 
before the grand jury on last Monday had 
he been alive and sworn out accusations of 
conspiracy against those who, it is charged, 
offered to purchase witnesses to swear 
away his liberty. 

Bass’s friends and attorneys claim that 
the dead man was innocent of the charges 
against him and that he could have so 
proved when the cases came to trial. The 
officers on the other hand contend that 
the evidence against Bass was conclusive 
and that he would have been convicted 
without difficulty. They say that Bass 
even confessed to his alleged wrong doing. 
They cite many instances in- which they 
claim to have recovered stolen property 
from the Peters sireet merchant. 

Mr. T. W. Rucker and Mr. Charles Camp, 
attorneys for Bass’s family, were asked 
the status of the case yesterday and they 
said that some progress was being made 
in the matter of securing evidence. They 
declined to make known the nature of the 
affidavits they have and are securing, stat- 
ing that the evidénce in the case would be 
given out at the proper time. 

It is said that the two young men who 
stated to Chief Connolly on Monday night 
last that they saw Bass fail with a pistol 
in his hand last Friday morning will find 
themselves in considerable trouble unless 
it can be proved that Bass really suicideu. 
Those who heard the pistol shot and ran 
to the scene of the murder claim that it 
was then quite dark and that it would have 
been impossible tor the young men to have 
seen Bass from the distance they claim to 
have been. When the officers:found Bass 
lying on the sidewalk they were unavle to 
distinguish his color on account of the 


darkness and had to strike a match and 


look in his face to tell. 

Divine and Bolan, the two young men 
employed at the exposition Bidwee who 
circulated the report that they. saw Bass 
fall to the sidewalk. with a pistol in his 
hand, claim to have been sitting on the 
corner of Ivy and Ellis streets waiting for 
an exposition car when they heard the pis- 
tol shot that ended the life of Bass. In 
getting to the point where he was murder- 
ed Bass would necessarily have had to pass 
ine corner where the young men were sit- 
ting. They claimed to have been there 
some fifteen minutes when the pistol shot 
was fired. Mrs. Bass says that she heard 
the pistol shot within four minutes efter 
her husband left the house on the corner 
of ailis and Courtland streets on the fatal 
morning. The most inconsistent point of 
the story related by Divine and Bolan lies 
in that circumstance. B&ss could have just 
about got to the place of murder in «the 
time given by Mrs. Bass, but in doing so 
would have been obliged to pass the young 
men sitting on the corner. 

Another point that seems to be inconsis- 
tent in the story told by the young men is 
that they claim not to have seen any one 
in the vicinity after hearing the pistol shot 
and seeing Bass fall. They said that they 
did not-go away from the corner directly 
but when they did they went up Bllis street 
to Peachtree street. Going down Peach- 
tree street to Edgewood avenue they still 
failed to meet any person. The evidence be- 
fore the coroner's jury was to the effect 
that two or three negroes, a milkman, two 


- Offices and several citizens were on the 


street soon after the pistol shot was fired. 
Those who disbelieve the story of the 
young men state that it is entirely improb- 
able that they could have remained in the 
vicinity so long without seeing and being 
seen by some one. 

A man who does not wish his name men- 
tioned, but who says he is willing to tes- 
tify to the statement, says he was on 
Peachtree street opposite the Grand when 
he heard the pistoi shot. He hurried up 
Peachtree, past the Arazon and turned 
down Hillis toward Ivy. 

“If Bolan and Divine had come up Ellis 
to Peachtree street at the time they say,” 
said he,-‘‘I should most certainly have seen 
them. They could not possibly have come 
up the street as they say before I reached 
Kills. I saw no one on the streets at all.” 

it will be remembered that a negro em- 
ployed at the Big Bonanza saloon swore 
that ne was going up Ellis street about the 
time of the murder and saw a man running 
from Ivy street and turn down Ellis street. 
He did not hear the pistol shot and went on 
to Peachtree street and down it the same 
way the young men claim to have gone. 
He said nothing of seeing two men on the 
corner of Ivy and Ellis streets, but on the 
contrary swore that no one was in sight 
‘there except the Man who ran down Ellis 
street. , 

It is whispered about that the young men 
may have to prove that they have not been 
guilty of perjury in making the statement 
that they have. The case will doubiless be 
one of expectancy for some time. 


IN GOOD CONDITION. 


The Directors of the Library. Receive 
® Encouraging Reports. 

At a meeting of the directors of the 
Young Men’s Library Assoviation Tuesday 
afternoon several interesting reports were 
read and adopted. The reports of the li- 
brarian and assistant were encouraging 
and the statement of Comptroller Alexan- 
der shcwed the financial condition of the 
organization to be in good shape, with a 
small amount on hand. 

After the usual routine work of the dirac- 
tors it was suggested that the system 
of lighting the building be changed from 
gas to electricity. It was stated that the 
cost of the proposed change would amount 
to about $60, including ail details. The 
plan was very acceptable to the directors, 
but it was thought to be unwise .to make 
the change just at present, as other de- 
mands were made on the funds of.the asso- 
ciation which should be met before addi- 
tional expense was incurred. 

The report of Miss Wallace showed that 
1,471 volumes had-been issued in the. month 
of August; 15 had been discarded, as they

DOWN IN A DIVING BELL. 


DR. H. R. KING HAS A THRILLING 
EXPERIENCE. 


Been Through Two South American 
Wars and Is Now Shipwrecked. 


Word has just reached the city of the 
thrilling experience'of Dr. H. R. King, a 
brother of the well-known Dr. C. R. King, 
of this city, and frum the account given 
in a letter to his brot»er received yester- 
day, the details of which read~ like a 
story of Mayne Reid, Dr. King must have 
passed through enough to have killed an 
ordinary man. 

Dr. King its a dentist in Payta, Peru, 
where he established himself a few months 
age, and where he has a large practice. 

lie seems, from all accounts, to have 
possessei a charmed life, for he has been 
the principal in many hair-breadth es- 
capes, all of which he has passed through 
unscathed, but the last, told in his awa 
words, was one of the most thrilling that 
could happen to any man. 

Dr. King has been in South America for 
several years practicing his profession. 
He was in Ecuador during the revolution 
in that country and was forced to fiee in 
order to save his life. Later he was in 
Costa Riéa and went all through the rev- 
olution that sw:pt over that little country 
a few years ago. He was forced to flee 
the country on account of his life being 
in jeopardy and now his chance of resi- 
dence in Peru seem fraught with danger, 
as there appears every probability of a 
revolution between that country and bo- 
livia unless some amicable arrangement 
can be arranged. 

These South American rpeublics are al- 
most always either in a state of revolu- 
ticn or at war with one another, and war 
is looked upon as a natural necessity rath- 
er than a forced conclusion. 

Dr. King having been sent for from a 
point thirty miles below Payta, embarked 
on a small steamer for his . destination, 
but when hardly out of the bay of Payta 
the little craft was struck by a terrible 
tornado and washed upon the treacherous 
reefs that abound in these southern wa- 
ters, stove a hole in her side and in a 
few minutes went down. There were thir- 
ty-one’ souls on board and only seventeen 
were saved from the wreck. Dr. King 
describes his experience in the following 
words: 

“I pulled off my clothing and made it in 
a bundle and tied a life preserver around 
all. 

“I put my pocketbook and watch in my 
money belt and the steamer went down. 
l had put on a large life preserver and I 
plunged over the rail into the raging Wa- 
ters—as I thought into eternity—as the 
waves were rolling mountain high and 
the wind blowing a terrific gale. I was 
carried down, down, it almost seemed a 
thousand feet. One moment my head was 
between my knees, the next nearly bro- 
ken in twain the other way. As soon as 
the waves passed my jacket, shot up and I 
was soon on top and saw several other 
men. 

“We had a-terrible time, one moment 
riding a wave swimming for life, the next 
carried down by a monster wave. In an 
hour and a half we were washed, more 
dead than alive, upon the shore. 

“Only one gmail boat containing the 
captain and mate and some women and 
children could be used and it left the ship, 
but was overturned several times and the 
women and children were lost. 

“T fell on the dry land like a dead man. 
When I was safe out of water a poor fish- 
erman gave me clothing. Two hours later 
all my clothing, which had gone down 
with the ill-fated vessel, Was washed 
ashore i.lmost at my feet. 

“Next day, news having reached Payta 
of the wreck, a lifeboat came into shore 
with a diver to look after the wreck, but 
the diver was in a drunken state and it 
was impossible to go on with the work of 
raising the steamer. 

‘TI then decided that, as many of my val- 
uable instruments were on the sieamer 
and they could not be duplicated in this 
country, I would go down in the diving 
bell. It was my first experience as a diver 
and you can imagine my feelings as I 
donned the diving suit and prepared for 
the descent into the, submarine depths. 

“T found the boat on her side, my room 
being up. Soon I succeeded in finding my 
instruments and made all safe with a rope 
preparatory to giving the signal for haul- 
ing up. 

“This being done, I then went to explore 
the wreck. I found two of the victims 
tangled in a rope ladder and a@ woman 
hanging.to the rails, by her side a little 
girl, showing the struggle she had made 
for life. 

“I stooped to pull the hair of*‘the child, 
hoping if possible to bring the body to the 
tep, as I could not bear the thought of 
leaving the body to the mercy of the sea, 

“As I did so I received a terrible blow 
on the helmet of the diving suit. I turned 
to see what had struck me and saw a 
monstrous octopus, commonly known as 
the devil fish, crouched under the gunwale 
of the boat in the act of eating the body 
of the child. I knew it would be certain 
death to encounter one of these monsters 
of the deep. I gave the signal and was 
drawn to the surface. 

“Soon after came another boat of three 
divers and I related my adventure and 
they prepared to go down and make a 
more minute examination. 

“Arming themselves with long 
and knives, they descended to the sunken 
vessel and prepared themselves to repulse 
any attack from thg monster, but when 
they reached it they found that the fish 
had moved away from the vessel and no 
further attack’ was made. 

“They succeeded in extricating all the 
victims of the wreck and they were 
brought to the surface and interred.” 

From the account it will be seen that 
the experience through which the doctor 
passed. must have been @ terrible one and 
his escape was most miraculous when it is 
taken into consideration the fierceness 
with which the octopus attacks its vi2- 
tims. and in few imstances do they maa- 
age ‘to exqicate themslves from the ter- 
rible suckers which fasten upon them in 
a grip that is even more fatal than that 
uf the boa constrictor.

CHARGED WITH INTIMIDATING A WITNESS 


A Witness Against Dr. Rodgers,the Alleged 
Counterfeiter, Was Threatened if He 
Testilied at the Coming Trial

An interesting chapter was reached yes- 
terday afternoon in the case of the United 
States vs. Dr. Thomas E. Rodgers, accus- 
ed of counterfeiting. : 

Before United States Commissioner 
Broyles two Haralson county citizens 
were given a préliminary hearing on the 
charge of attempting to intimidate wit- 
nesses. The men were Jones Chapel and 
Fulas Entrekin. The evidence before the 
commissioner showed that the men ac- 
cused had been to the home of Martin 
Reid, a prominent witness against Dr. 
Rodgers, and with threats. of personal in- 
jury had attempted to intimidate Mr. Reid. 

On the witness stand Mr Reid testified 
that Entrekin ard Chapel came to his 
house and attempted to persvade him not 
to testify against Dr. Rodgers, who is a 
broeher-in-law of Entrekin. The men were 
boisterous in their manner and their lan- 
guage was in ro uncertain words as to 
the result if the testimony was given. 
In the shadow of his home, Mr. Reid testi- 
fied, he had seen three other men whom 
he thought were-in company with Chapel 
and Entrekin. The witness was not posi- 
tive that the three men were the com- 
ranions of the callers at his door, but his 
suspicions were aroused. He did not say 
to the court that he feared any _ bodily 
harm, but.he thought it was a good idea 
to nave the men put under a bond and to 
have them tried on the charges preferred. 

Other witnesses testified they had heard 
Entrekin say it would be a bad day for 
Feeid if h2 testified against his brother-in- 
law, Rodgers, and that he would have his 
day. It was also stated before the com- 
the 
presence of witnegses that Reid had no 
room to accuse any one of counterfeiting, 
as he himself was guilty, and if he had 
too much to say upon the subject he would 
get into trouble himseitf. 

On the testimony that was given Com- 
missioner Broyles bound Chapel and En- 
trekin over. The bord of Chapel was 
placed at $200 and Entrekin was asked to 
make a bond of $300. Neither Chapel nor

He had purchased the 
battery, so he claimed, for the purpose of 
plating some surgical instruments: he had 
in his possession and it had never entered 
his head to pervert the utility of the in- 
strument. 

“‘Il have been jerked up on sorme trumped 
up charges, and was placed in jail with- 
out the opportunity of conferring with 
friends. I am just as innocent as you or 
anybody else is, and have not the slightest 
fear of the outcome of the trial. The bat- 
tery was purchased in Atlanta and I 
plated many articles of silver and other 
metals for friends, but I never thought 
at any time ef its use to counter- 
feit. That was entirely foreign to me and 
I pronounce the charges entered against 
me as malicious.’’

$5,800 and Atchison 24,300 shares. In the 
bond department Reading also figured 
prominently, $972,000 of the company’s is- 
gues having changed hands. In the early 
dealings the market was irregulor, but in 
the main firm. Professional operators were 
free sellers of the Grangers, Ohe leading 
trader having sold at least 3.000 shares of 
St. Paul, presumably on information that 
the new trust was making efforts to turn 
paper profits into cash.

“Darkest Russia,’’ which will be seen at 
the new Lyceum theater for two nights 
and a Thursday matinee, beginning on

SOUTH SIDE JUSTICES. 
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COURT HELD UNTIL TEN O’CLOCK 
LAST NIGHT. 


Frank Wood Was Sent to Jail Without 
a Preliminary Hearing. 


After a trial of six hours before Justice 
Bloodworth, J.. T. Minchen was bound 
over on the charge of perjury and his 
bond placed at $500. ; 

The charge of perjury was the outcome 
of a receivership case, and the warrant 
against Minchen was sworn out by his 
partner, W. O. Rogers, who is at the 
head Rogers & Co., the firm Minchen 
placed in the hands of a temporary re- 
ceiver. 

On August Mth J. T. Minchen peti- 
tioned Judge Clark for the appointment 
of a receiver for Rogers & Co., of which 
firm Minchen was a member. He alleged 
that Rogers was insolvent, that the firm 
was losing customers, and that Rogers 
Was running a restaurant against his 
wishes. A temporary receiver was ap- 
pointed and the final hearing set for Sep- 
tember 7th. 

In the meantime Rogers, represented 
by Mr. T. R. R. Cobb, took out a warrant 
charging Minchen with perjury. He al- 
leged that all Minchen swore to was false. 
The case was called before Justice Lan- 
drum and was dismissed on a technical- 
ity, the prosecution faling to prove the 
signature by the attesting witness. The 
point was made by Bishop, Andrews & 
Hill, Minchen’s attorneys, that the case 
could not be reopened before Justice 
Bloodworth. Justice Bloodworth held that 
it could, and the binding over was the 
result. Minchen gave bond. 


To Await Jentzen’s Condition. 


Frank Wood, who is charged with as- 
sault with intent to Murder, was sent to 
jail yesterday by Justice Orr without a 
preliminary hearing. The attending phys- 
ician stated that Will Jentzen’'s wounds 
might prove fatal, and Justice Orr there- 
fore sent Wood to jail without a prelim- 
inary hearing. 


EVANS MADE TROUBLE. 


A Drunken Man Causes Trouble on 
Peachtree by Resisting Arrest. 


The vicinity of Peachtree and Marietta 
Streets was the scene of a lively scuffle be- 
tween several officers and a drunken pris- 
oner shortly after noon yesterday. The 
prisoner made desperate resistance and in 
doing so badly injured two officers. 

Shortly after noon yesterday R. A. Evans 
of the Atlanta House Furnishing Company 
on Peachtree street sent for an officer to 
take charge of his brother, Alex Evans, 
who, it seems, was raising a disturbance 
in the store. When Officer Thompson ar- 
rived and attempted to arrest Evans the 
latter began fighting and a lively scuffle 
followed. During the fight in the store 
Evans was hit on the head with a club 
and badly injured. Officer Thompson wags 
unable to handle Evans and after the latter 
had kicked and cursed him he sent for 
another officer. Patrolman Kerlin and 
others responded and Evans was finally 
overpowered and taken to the police box 
at the corner of Peachtree and Marietta 
streets. On the way to the box Evans con- 
tinued to resist and attracted the attention 
of a large crowd of people by cursing and 
kicking the officers. The officers attempted 
to put handcuffs on Evans after he was 
placed in the wagon and in the effort they 
had to handle the prisoner roughly. Evans 
kicked Officer Kerlin and the latter hit 


Evans on the shin several times, in ad- 


dition to grasping him by the throat to 
subdue him. 

During the melee Evans received several 
bad bruises and by the time he was placed 
in the patrol wagon he was a bloody sight. 
Wounds on his head let a stream of blood 
run down his face and clothing and he 
presented an ugly appearance. Handcuffs 
were finally placed on the apparently crazy 
man and he was sent to the station house 
and locked up. He was released on bond 
signed by his brother last night. 

Considerable complaint was heard fn the 
crowd at the treatment of Evans by the 
officers, but none of the spectators inter- 
fered, Several men stated that they would 
make complaint to the police Doard and 
some of them called Chief Connolly’s atten- 
tion to the matter. The chief reported the 
matter to Chairman Johnson and an inves- 
tigation of it will be made.

Work Was Commenced on the Southern’s 
Terminals Yesterday. 


THREE LONG PLATFORMS TO BE BUILT 


What All the Railroads Are Doing for in- 
creased Facilities for Hauling the 
Exposition Crowds. 


All of the high officials of the Southern 
railway were in Atlanta yesterday and 
the work of finishing the exposition ter- 
minals was taken up in dead earnest. 

This work will be pushed forward as 
rapidly as possible now and by the 13th it 
is the hope of the officials of the company 
to have the exposition railway in opera- 


tion, 

On the 14th the trains will be set running 
for experiment and will continue to run 
until the 17th, when the arrangements of 
schedules for the regular service during 
the exposition will be made and put in 
operation on the 18th. 

There is a great deal of work to be done 
by the Southern. The three platforms be- 
side the Markham house are yet to be 
constructed. These will be-350 feet in 
length and the middle one will be thirty- 
two feet wide with a frame cover and rail- 
ing on the side. All of the platforms will 
extend far beyond the Markham house and 
will terminate at the first bridge or tres- 
tle over the Georgia railroad. | 

Captain John A. Dodson, general road- 
master, is here to superintend the work of 
constructing the platforms. The carpen- 
ters will be immediately put to work: 

Third: Vice President W. H. Baldwin, 
General Superintendent W. H. Green, As- 
sistant General Superintendent Barber 
Thompson, General Passenger Agent W. 
A. Turk, Assistant General Passenger 
Agents Harwick and Benscoter were all in 
conference yesterday studying out the 
echedules and the arrangements for in- 
creased passenger service facilities for the 
Southern around the Atlanta territory in 
preparation for the travel created by the 
exposition. 

Mr. C. A, Wickersham, who has been 


appointed trainmaster for the exposition: 


railway by Mr. Baldwin, was also here in 
consultation with the heads of the trans- 
portation department. He will have entire 
charge of the tracks between the city and 
the exposition grounds and under his su- 
pervision the trains will be run in such or- 
der and on such schedule time as will ren- 
der it an easy task to handle the crowds 


from time to time. 

The Southern’s terminals in the city 
will be on Loyd street immediately beside 
the Markham house. There will be two 
tracks which will run between the three 
platforms at that point. Passengers going 
to the exposition grounds will board the 
trains at this place. There will be several 


| ticket booths or offices at the spot and 


others on the corners of the streets in 
the neighborhood of the station. 

All of the regular business of the South- 
ern, both freight and passenger, will be 
diverted around the belt line to enter the 
union passenger station from the north 
instead of from the south as at present, 
so as to give the trains between the city 
and the exposition grounds all the free- 
dom of the tracks that may be needed. 

Several Suburban Trains. 

The Southern will run several trains into 
and out of Atlanta each day during the 
exposition to accommodate those who may 
spend the night out in*the suburban re- 
gions and come to Atlanta during the day. 
These trains will not only be suburban in 
their scope of sche@gte~but will run quite 
far out on all the limes of the Southern. 
There will be a train which will come into 
Atlanta early in the morning from Rome. 
Another will arrive early from Macon, 
and still another from Tallapoosa and from 
Toccoa. 

All of these trains will arrive and depart 
from the old East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia station on Mitchell street if pres- 
ent plane are carried out. 

The Atlanta and West Point is also pre- 
paring to have an extra train put on to 
arrive in the city very early every morning 
from Opelika. 

The Central will have a similar schedule 
and so will the Georgia and the Western 
and Atlantic. All of the roads intend to 
have such trains running in from points 
within a radius of a hundred miles or fifty 
miles as will accommodate the local travel 
in a perfect way. The schedule will be ar- 
ranged that these trains will all come into 
Atlanta early in the morning and leave 
late in the afternoon or at night, thus giv- 
ing visitors a full day in the city, which 
will allow them to visit the exposition 
grounds if they choose to do so. 

The railroads are certainly awaking with 
unusual interest in the matter of preparing 
for the handling of the crowds to the ex- 
position and it is already apparent that 
there will be no lack of accommodation 
in this direction.

association has not yet been settled. In- 
dications, however, point to Colonel Haines, 
vice president of the Plant system, and his 
appointment to the office would be hailed 
with general satisfaction.

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A New Cotton Mill Has Been Established 
at Douglasville, axes. 


THE HEADQUARTERS WILL BE IN ATLANTA 


The Eden Park Cotton Mill Company Has 
Been Organized and Will Be in Op- 
eration in Sixty Days. 


Another new enterprise has been added 
to Atlanta's long list of industrics. 

The Eden Park Cotton Mill Company, 
located at Douglasville, but with general 
offices in this city, has just been estab- 
lished and will be in operation inside of 
the next sixty. days. 

At the head of the company is Colonel 
Simon Baer, of Cincinnati, one of the lead- 
ing cotton mill men of the country. As- 
sociated with Colonel Baer are some of 
the best citizens of Atlanta and of Doug- 
lasville. Though the plant will not be lio- 
cated in the city, Atlanta will receive the 
direct benefits and Atlanta merchants will 
be interested in the success of the under- 
taking. The capital of the new company, 
which has just been organized, is placed 
at $50,000 and will be increased in a short 
time after the plant is put in operation to 
$100,000. The majority of the stock of the 
company will be held by Colonel Baer and 
District Attorney Joe James, of the United 
States circuit court. 3 

The company was formerly located at 
Cincinnati, where was also the plant, but 
Colonel Baer was attracted to Atlanta 
and some time ago determined to move his 
property to the south, provided he could 
intrest southern § capital. Colonel Joe 
James signified a willingness to become in- 
terested in the company, and he and Col- 
onel Baer were in correspondence for, only 
a sort time before arrangements were 
made for the establishment of the factory 
at Douglasville. The papers were drawn 
up and the deal made. For the present 
the plant will be operated under the char- 
ter under which it was: operated in the 
city of Cincinnati, but just as soon as all 
details are completed application for char- 
ter will be made and the new company 
will be duly incorporated. 

The plant will be.one of the best in the 
country and will have in operation 3,000 
spindles of the most improved pattern. 
The manufacture of hosiery yarns will be 
the principal output of the mill, and ship- 
ments for the mills of the east will be 
made. The building is to be of brick and 
Will be substantial and permanent. 

“Atlanta is just the place for this kind 
of industry,” said Colonel Baer, “and I 
have determined to ‘move my interests 
to the city and invest here in the south. 
I am confident I have made no mistake in 
my selection of territory, as I have been 
watching Atlanta for several years. We 
will make only black and white hosiery 
yarns, which will be shipped throughout 
the entire country. We have at present 
many orders to fill, and as the business 
has been established for many years, I am 
quite sure our business will be brisk 
from the very start. The first goods we 
will manufacture will be shipped to India, 
as we now have an order for a large ship- 
ment to be made to that point. The plant 
will be in operation within the next sixty 
days and all the machinery will be run- 
ning.’’ 

The officers of the new company are: 
Simon Baer, president and general man- 
ager; Joseph S. James, secretary and 
treasurer; Albert E. McDonald, assistant 
Manager and superintendent; J. A. Pitt- 
man, vice president, and J. T. Duncan, as- 
sistant secretary. The office of the com- 
pany will be located in Atlanta-and all 
shipments will be made from this point. 

Colonel Baer is contemplating running 
an electric line from this city to Doug- 
lasville in’ the near future, over which 
both passengers and freight will be car- 
ried. Colonel Baer is a wealthy Cincin- 
natian, and besides being the owner of 
several cotton mills is interested in rail- 
roads in his old home. He will in future 
be a citizen of Atlanta and will bring hig 
family to the city in a few days.
